— Import of Crockery Jailing under S. Nos. 239(b), 240 and 243 Part IV 
of the Import Trade Control Schedule during January-June 1954. 

No, 29'ITC(P.N.)/54. — Attention of impo'ters is invited to entries in the ■ re- 
marks column against S. Nos. 239(b) & 243/IV In Appendix ‘A’ of the Red Book 
for the current period, wherein it is stated that licences Issued for the items In 
question will be valid only for the import of Tea or Coffee Sets with a c.l.f. value 
of not less than Rs, 20 i)er set qf 22 pieces or less, and Dinner Sets with a c.i.f. 
value of not less than Rs. 00/- per set of 32 pieces or less. 

2. Representations have been received that the above restrictions are too 
severe, and are causing difficulties and hardship to the importers. Complaints 
have also been received that no provision has been made In the policy for the 
Import of ‘loose’ items. After obtaining the views of the Indigenous manu- 
facturers, Importers and dealers. It has been decided to modify the policy for the 

period and allow Import sublect to the following revised restrictions: — 

(i) Coffee sets of not more than 16 pieces of a c.l.f, value of not less than 
Rs. 12/-. 

(il) Tea sets of not more than 15 pieces or 22 pieces of c.i.f. values not less 
than Rs. 14/- and Rs. 20/- respectively. 

(iil) Dinner sets of not more than 32 pieces of a c.i.f. value of not less than 
Rs. 64/- per set. 

(Iv) Ten per cent, of the face value of licences can be utilised for the import 
of loose components of the above sets subject to a minimum c.l.f. 
value of Rs, 20/- per dozen of plates and Rs. lO/- per dozen 'of all 
other components. 

(v) A further ten per cent, of the face value of licences can be utilised for 
the Import of loose pieces other than’ com^nents of the above set* 
subject to a minimum c.l.f. value of Rs, 8/- per dozen pieces. 

3. The entries In the remarks column against the above Serial Numbers lii 
Appendix ‘A’ to the current Red Book should be deemed to have been amended 
accordingly.
